The  track  meet  here  Friday  may  well  be  your  last  chance  to 
see  some  of  the  best  cinder  stars  ever  to  come  from  the  mountain 
area.  Competing  with  the  best  track  squad  in  Brigham  Young 
University’s  history,  seven  seniors  will  do  their  dangdest  Friday 
for  the  last  time  at  BYU.  It  will  be  a show  that  shouldn’t  be  missed. 

Although  it  isn’t  so  evident  on  the  surface,  there  is  great 
drama  in  these  track  events.  When  you  know  the  hours  and  months 
of  training  that  goes  into  an  event,  and  know  that  races  are  some- 
times won  by  a fighting  heart  itself  long  after  the  legs  have  given 
out,  a race  can  take  on  more  excitement  than  the  most  thrilling 
basketball  finish.  To  see  a man  almost  literally  run  his  heart  out 
is  a great  experience  due  respect  and  admiration. 

One  man  everyone  should  see  run  before  he  leaves  BYU  is 
Sherald  James,  holder  of  the  conference  two-mile  record  and  a host 
of  other  records.  He  is  a beautiful,  flowing  runner  and  will  graduate 
this  year.  Other  seniors  to  watch  Friday  will  be  Willard  Hirschi, 
top  hurdle  man  in  the  conference,  Bill  Bird  in  the  discus,  Bill 
JVIeadows  in  the  pole  vault,  Marv  Roberson,  top  shot  putter  in  the 
conference,  and  Doug  Spainhower,  the  little  (5’9”)  high  jumper 
who  has  jumped  6’8”.  There  are  several  other  conference  and 
national  meets  yet  this  spring. 

Probably  the  greatest  character  on  the  track  squad  this  year 
is  a little  distance  man,  Bok  Suk  Shim.  Shim  was  a scout  for  the 
Marines  in  his  native  Korea  in  1951  when  a BYU  Marine  got  him 
a scholarship  here.  Shim  was  then  something  of  a national  hero, 
having  represented  Korea  in  the  1948  Olympics  in  London  in  the 
5000  meters  and  holding  all  kinds  of  Korean  distance  records.  His 
favorite  race  is  the  grueling  26-mile  marathon. 

As  you  probably  know,  Shim  is  a character  of  the  first  magni- 
tude. He  was  greatly  disappointed  last  week  when  he  didn’t  get 
“BYU’s  Least  Preferred  Man.” 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  hunting  deer  last  fall  with  Shim. 
Although  he  weighs  only  115  pounds,  the  guy  is  bottomless  when 
it  comes  to  eating. 

We’ll  never  forget  the  sight, when  Shim,  tired  and  dusty, 
came  dragging  something  down  the  trail  one . afternoon  of  the 
hunt.  We  figured  he  had  finally  got  his  deer,  but  it  turned  out  to 
be  a porcupine  on  a stick.  Seems  he  was  just  hungry  and  hadn’t 
been  able  to  find  a deer  so  settled  for  the  next  best  thing.

GARY  LaCOMB  is  leading  the 
Brigham  Young  University 
baseball  team  at  the  plate  in 
Western  Division  play,  figures 
released  today  show. 

The  Cougar  third  baseman, 
who  has  seen  action  in  seven  of 
the  Cats’  eight  games,  has  col- 
lected nine  hits  in  26  times  at 
bat  for  a .346  batting  average. 
LaComb  also  leads  his  team- 
mates in  three  departments, 
runs,  six;  home  runs,  one;  and 
stolen  bases,  three. 

The  Cougar  infielder  is  second 
in  hits  and  runs  batted  in.  His 
nine  hit  trail  club  leader  Paul 
Kitchen,  and  LaComb  has  driven 
in  four  runs. 

The  biggest  improvement 
over  last  week’s  play  was 
Kitchen,  who  upped  his  bat 
mark  almost  100  points  to  .33. 
The  Cat  centerfielder  has  10 
hits  in  30  appearances  to  the 
plate. 

Dave  Lewis,  with  a .321  bat- 
ting average,  is  number  three  in 
hitting.  The  senior  first  sacker 
has  nine  hits  in  28  times  at  bat. 
His  five  RBI’s  is  a club  high. 

Paul  Haynie,  last  week’s  bat- 
ting leader,  dropped  down  to  a 
.300  mark,  which  is  fourth  best 
on  the  club  this  week.  Haynie 
has  nine  hits  in  30  times  at  bat, 
and  is  tied  with  Lewis  for  the 
lead  in  RBI’s,  with  five. 

After  Haynie,  the  next  batter 
on  the  BYU  nine  is  Phil  Oyler, 
who  is  hitting  .216.  Oyler’s  two 
triples  is  a team  high,  as  are  his 
32  times  at  bat. 

Haynie  has  drawn  the  most 
walks  off  the  opposing  pitchers 
as  he  has  been  passed  five  times. 

LaComb  and  Brent  Pratley 
lead  the  BYU  forces  in  stolen 
bases  with  three. 

Lewis,  Cougar  first  base- 
man,  has  a total  of  50  putouts 
to  lead  his  teammates  in  that 
department.  Right  fielder-first 
baseman  Tom  Phillips  has  29, 
and  second  sacker  Haynie  has 
20.  However,  shortstop  Tom 
Steinke  is  the  owner  of  the 
top  fielding  average.  Steinke 
has  made  17  putouts,  23  as- 
sists, for  his  .952  fielding  per- 
centage. 

For  the  second^straight  week, 
John  Blair  is  the  leading  BYU 
pitcher  with  an  earned  run  av- 
erage of  2.24.  Blair  has  given  up 
eight  runs  in  29%  innings,  while 
appearing  in  four  games.
